One of the men pull- 
ed out the plug from the melting 
pot to fill up a bucket and at the 
same time o gust of wind fanned 
some hot coals in the fire box 
and flames swirled around the 
plug, slightly burning the work- 
man's arm. He was unable to 
put the plug back in and In a 
second the tar spread over the 
ground in flames. 

At the sight of the smoke, 
many around Main St. expected 
a more serious fire. Tho New- 
market brigade extinguished the 
flames with a hand extinguisher. 

The public is advised that In 
case of fire, anyone turning in 
the alarm should turn tho crank 
in tho fire box once and if there 
is no whistle, turn it again. 
These instructions are on fire 
alarm number cards. The reason 
is to prevent a fnlso alarm, 
which sometimes occurs, espo- 
cially around schools. Turning 
the crank on tho magneto knocks 
over a metal plate at the water 
works which rings a boll. The 
plate is replaced and the water* 
works official watts for tho sea 
ond turn of tho crank before 
sounding the alarm. On a volum 
tary brigade system a false 
alarm unnecessarily takes away 
a number of men from their 
Jobs.

hydro power quota cut again, 

from 21,200 kwh. to 19,500, with 
hydro officials foreseeing addi- 
tional cuts in the foil months to 

come. 

The most recent quota reduc- 
tion means that Newmarket 
must reduce Us power consump- 
tion from its normal of two 
weeks ago of 28,000 kwh. Mon- 
day of this week, Newmarket 
used 26,400 kwh. 

If the saving cannot be made 
voluntarily, then there is no al- 
ternative but to pull switches 
each day until the saving is 
made, Newmarket hydro chair- 
man, Fred Thompson, warns. 

Monday night, representatives 
of industry met with the hydro 
commission to discuss methods 
of reducing the consumption of 
hydro power in the factories. 
Hydro officials explained that 
power used in the daytime was 
a combination of Quebec and 
Niagara power. At night and on 
weekends, Quebec power is cut 
off, but Niagara power con-- 
Unties. 

They advised that by switch- 
ing to night shifts or working on 
weekends and using Niagara 
power, it would reduce tho drain 
on Quebec power where low 
water levels have caused tho 
shortage. Industrial representa- 
tives discussed the possibility of 
night and weekend shifts to re- 
duce the consumption during 
the week days. 

In the meantime, to avoid 
changing working hours, the hy- 
dro commission issued a strong 
demand to householders to shut 
off all electric hot water heaters 
from tl a.m. to midnight from 
Monday to Friday, and to cut off 
all electric heaters of every 
other kind Monday to Friday. 
both days inclusive.

Floral Arrangements 

On the making of nttrnctlvc 
flower arrangements wo need 
not follow £; set of hard and fast 
rules, we should, however, work 
within tho brow] limits of good 
design. Think of tho arrange- 
ment ns a composition, as such 
it is, subject to the general prin- 
ciples that apply to any compos- 
ition in nny medium, design, 
scale, balance, harmony. Design 
is the shape or form of tho com- 
position, 

Scale Is the term used to de- 
note the size relationship of the 
component ports in n composi- 
tion, tinlanco creates tho im- 
pression of stability. Notice 
how naturo achieves balance; n 
firm foundation nnd in many 
flowers the larger' heavier 
blooms at tho base, with smaller 
blooms above, and at tho very 
top, the bud. Balance may bo 
cither symmetrical or asymmet- 
rical. A guide as to height, ac- 
cepted as being generally the 
most plonslnif, Is the rule that 
the tallest material should be one 
nnd one- half times the height of 
an unrlght container or ono nnd 
ono-half times the breadth of n 
low container. This Is only n 
general rule and may bo brokon 
for good reason. The ccnltal 
flower stem in an arrangement 
must bo placed firmly upright, 
otherwise the nrrnngoments will 
appear to b« falling backwards 
or forwards: the most prominent 
bloom, tho heaviest nnd darkest 
material is placed In or near tho 
centre, low down in the arrange- 
ment, with tho finer sprays nnd 
lighter shades at the top. 

Tho fourth basic principle— 
harmony— simply means that all 
of tho parts of tho arrangement 
should go well together. 

Attractive arrangements can- 
not ho mado from wilted or half 
deiid material, hence the cutting 
nnd hardening of our flowers Is 
Important. Sunshine clones the 
pores of flowers: wo want tho 
pores open, that tho stoms can 
readily absorb the water, so wo 
cut from tho garden in the early 
morning or hotter atlll, after 



sundown. With sharp stem cut- 
ters each stem is cut slant wise 

to insure a good water absorbing 
won, thon placed immediately 
in deep, cool water for; several 
hours before arranging. Hard 
and woody stemmed materials 
need tho stem ends crushed and 
slit before placing in water, 
Popples and dahlias absorb wat- 
er more readily If tho stem ends 
nro placed for a few seconds In 
boiling water then plunged into 
deep, cool water. This is ono 
method used for hordonlng and 
freshening the cut polnsottia. 
1 have used tho boiling water 
treatment to successfully harden 
sunflower and hollyhock blooms 
nnd tepid water instead of ice 
cold for roses and calendulas, 

The flowor container Is most 
important, It need not be expen- 
sive, but In shape, size, color and 
toxturo should be In harmony 
with Iho arrangement. It should 
also hold an adequate amount of 
water. Containers of neutral or 
pastel shades and simple form 
are most useful and nlwoys good 
for any. arrangement. 

To keep the flowers In place In 
most containers, some typo of 
holder Is necessary. Crumpled 
two-Inch chicken, wire Is practi- 
cal in many containers nnd 
needle holders, which como In 
mnnv shapes and sizes, are most 
satisfactory for tho shallow con- 
tainer. The holder must bo se- 
curely fastened in the container, 
this may he done wlrh modeling 
cloy. When clay Is not available 
we tiso molted candle wax or 
paraffin. Tho clay container and 
holder must bo perfectly dry be- 
fore using, otherwise the clay 
Will not grip tho surface. 

As nn arrangement for tho 
dlnlntf tablo will bo viewed by 
people sitting down, n good Idea 
Is to sit down yourself when 
making this arrangement. It 
should bo kept well below oy# 
level, Hint neoolc mny see each 
other and It must be attractive 
from every nmOe. 

When planting tho garden, plan 
and plant for tho many flower ar- 
rangements you will want dur- 
ing tho coming season,

Possible Source Or Injustice

Section seven of the -by-law to license billiard 
tables in Newmarket is disturbing in its implication 
that the town council has assumed, in addition to its 
Other duties, that of sitting in judgment on the manner 
in which pool rooms are operated. The section, follow- 
ing those listing the conditions under which pool halls 
should be operated and naming the penalties for breach- 
es of those conditions, reads: "That the council . . . 
may at any time cancel such license in the discretion of 
the said council". 

Tho council writes the by-laws but it is not its 

province to judge whether or not those laws have been 
observed. That is what the police and the courts are 
for. To give the council such sweeping power of judg- 
ment as contained in section seven is to open the way 
to a possible injustice. There might come a time when 
section seven would be exercised by council on grounds 
other than those provided for in the by-law — tho can- 
cellation of a poo! hall license might be made because of 
the personalities involved or from prejudice, or the 
threat of cancellation used against the operator to make 
him conform to council's wishes in other matters. 

If it was the council's intention to prevent the op- 
eration of a pool hall by an undesirable person, or to 
guard against the operator who repeatedly breaks tho 
law, the by-law could have contained provision for the 
cancellation of the license on recommendation 'by the 
.court. In that way, there would be disinterested judg- 
ment and the rights of the operator would be protected.

A few weeks ago the job 
printing department of this 
newspaper was advised to com- 
mence collecting eight percent 
tax on nil job printing done on 
the premises, and sold to the 
public.

Of course one Is foolish argu- 
ing with government officials, 
since they cannot change the 
law any* more than we can. 
However, bur iro was really 
aroused when after being sup- 
plied with a lot of instruction on 
how to collect the eight percent 
tax and make monthly remit- 
tance to the dominion govern- 
ment office iii Toronto, we were 
told that we must annually sub- 
scribe two dollars for a license, 
"What," said we, "do you mean 
to say Umtjin addition to being 
forced to collect taxes for tho 
dominion government, we ore 
asked to pay two dollars annual- 
ly for tho privilege?" Smilingly, 
tho clerk said that was just what 
was expected and demanded. 

Thinking It over, we came 
from tho taxing office saying 
that it is no wonder Canada is 
breeding n lot of Communists, 
Could anyone think of a more 
offensive law than that which 
commands tho humble business 
man' to celleet taxes for a 
wealthy government without 
compensation, and pay an annual 
fee in tho bargain for tho doubt- 
ful privilege of being a lax col- 
lector.

Jabherwocky On High Level 

An attempt to have the town hall redecorated was 
frustrated in council by the kind of jabberwocky for 
which the council has become famous. The property 
committee introduced a resolution to accept tenders 
for the redecoration of the hall. In the debate that fol- 
. lowed, it was argued that the council's job was to save 
money as well as spend it — or as applied to the town 
hall, to decide whether it is cheaper to paint the build- 
ing, thus saving in its maintenance against the ravages 
of time, or to cancel off that saving against the saving 
that could be made by not painting. 

It is a poor comment on a civic body that it must 
spend its time on an issue like this. It makes most ob- 
vious once again that for all its pride in being "business- 
like" in its administration of town affairs, the council 
has no policy for the maintenance of its properties. 
The town owns the hall, the arena, tho Main St. build- 
ing which houses the clerk's office, the fireball and 
other properties. If the council has a definite policy of 
maintenance of these buildings, it has been kept a 
municipal secret. The work that is done is mostly un- 
scheduled, like the painting and decoration of tho back 
room over the firehall at the suggestion of an organis- 
ation which was going to bo charged rent for its use. 

The town has a heavy investment tied up in its 
properties, much too heavy considering the use they 
are given. But it is no advantage to lose on that invest- 
ment through failure to maintain the properties. Tho 
cost of maintaining the buildings should bo set aside 
each year, and s|>ont in that purpose under the direc- 
tion of tho property committee. Then there would be 
no "spend or save' 1 debates to waste council's time and 
to frustrate action, 
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New Library Building

Newmarket needs a library building, The present 
facilities are not adequate in their size nor accommo- 
dation for historical displays and the safe-keeping of 
documents. Being on the second floor, the use of the 
library imposes a certain amount of hardship on those 
of advanced years. 

It Is equally definite that tho town is not in a 
financial position to afford a separate library building, 
and if one is to bo built, it will bo at tho expenae of a 
public subscription and the generosity of individuals. 
It is our belief that tho public generally would con- 
tribute to such* a building fund were it opened by a 
group willing to see the project through. 

- It is most unfortunate, and an occasion which 

has cost Newmarket heavily in prestige, that there is 
now no place where tho relics of Newmarket and dis- 
trict's past may bo catalogued and displayed. Sharon 
Temple serves more m a Museum for larger articles, 
but there is no facility for storing safely the manu- 
scripts ami similar material that are constantly being 
recovered throughout tho district. Thoy are being dis- 
persed and lost because of it. A Hop nro to library build- 
ing, as well as mooting those requirements now lacking 
In tho present library, would provide a safe resting 

place for these works of tho past,

There are three figures and a 
few . animals. The predominent 
colors are yellow and green, off- 
set by shades of wine and brown, 
and in the lower right-hand cor- 
ner are the initials, "J. D, H." 
This young lady was the wife of 
David L. Hughes in the long ago 
years in Sharon, and grand- 
mother of Mr. McFall, who says 
it is traditionally supposed to re- 
present the old Doan home. 

Hanging on the wall in a sun- 
ny room in the home of Mrs. 
W. R. Armstrong on Yonge St. 
is a very dainty sampler of dis- 
tinctive appeal. It was embroid- 
ered by "Margaret Victoria 
Stoddart, 18M." This little girt 
was the sister of Mrs. Arm- 
strong's father. She went from 

Mtddleton to school in Richmond 
Hill where it is supposed she 
was taught this art. it is on a 
cream canvas and measures 
about six by twelve Inches. Tho 
design Is of the alphabet and is 
developed in various degrees of 
blue, rose, wine and green, and 
is encircled by n narrow border 
in chain pattern. 

Another sampler that has been 
carefully preserved is in tho 
home of Mrs. John Smith ot 
Armltnge. It Is cleverly de- 
signed, cross-stitched with even 
threads on linen that time has 
softened to a delicate creamy 
beige, while a formal arrange- 
ment of conventional motifs,

The Editor: Ever since the 
discovery of Lake Simcoe, the 
scenic beauty of its shores has 
been appreciated and loved by 
all who have had the privilege 
of visiting it.

During the past 50 
years or so a great deal of de- 
velopment has taken place along 
the drive from Keswick to Jack- 
son's Point and beyond. Certain 
sections have been made most 
beautiful by persons of excep- 
tional means, who from time to 

lime dream up the\ idea of clos- 
ing this beautiful drive to the 
general public and forcing all 
traffic other than that which 
would serve their own personal 
pleasure to travel by the old rad- 
ial right-of-way, which would 
deprive all, with the exception of 
the privileged few, the pleasure 
and delight of this beautiful 
summer drive. 

The province of Ontario realiz- 
es that the tourist attractions of 
Ontario are one of its outstand- 
ing assets, especially from a fin- 
ancial point of view. Surely we 
as taxpayers in the twp. of North 
Gwillimbury would be short 
sighted indeed to allow any such 
project as the aforesaid, to arrive 
at any serious point of develop- 
ment. 

I feel that councils during the 
past have been short sighted in- 
deed to have allowed almost all 
available spots along this shore 
to slip from their grasp and we 
now are finding ourselves with 
only an odd road end and one 
small park (which has been re- 
ceiving serious criticism from 
some Roche's Point summer res- 
idents) where the resident tax- 
payers of the twp. can feel free 
to enjoy their own lake. 

The most recent move to pave 
the radial right-of-way at a cost 
of some $50,000 per mile, pre- 
sumably the cost to be borne by 
the people who would lose the 
privilege of using the Lakeshorc 
Road, is something for Mr. Tax- 
payer to consider most carefully 
when he goes to the polls on fu- 
ture election days. 

Let us keep our eye on the 
future in a true sense of demo- 
cracy and fair play for all.

Caps Teaching, Army Career 
Wi'ffi Top Honors In Theology

History was made at Trinity) 
College, Toronto, September 15 
when the degree of Licentiate of 
Theology was granted to Rev. H. 
L. Puxley, incumbent of Christ 
church, Roche's Point. Mr. Pux- 
ley was awarded first class hon- 
ors, having obtained a first class 
in every paper in every examin- 
ation throughout his college 

course. ■-■.■ 
Mr. Puxley has had an ihtetv 

esting and varied career.. It be- 
gan at Eton College in England, 
where his family have been edu>. 
cated for eight s u c ice s si V e 
generations. There he became 
"Captain of the Oppidans,*? 
which at any other school would 
be "Captain of the School," He 
went to another ancestral insti- 
tution, Brasenose College, Ox-, 

ford, where he won three sppa-. 

rate exhibitions. In his. final 

year at Oxford he was awarded 

a Comonwealth :". P u n d Fellow- 
ship for advanced study ;ai Yale, 
being the first ftian ever to i,be; 
awarded such a fellowship while 
still an undergraduate. Indeed. 
at the time that he applied, the 
rules definitely stated that only 
graduates might apply, but Mr. 
Puxley was a determined young 
man, and sent a letter with his 
application, telling the authori- 
ties of the Fund that they ought 
to changes their rules. They did. 
At Yale, Mr. Puxley did re- 
search work in currency theory, 
and, in addition to taking his 
M.A. wrote a book- entitled . "A: 
Critique of the Gold Standard" 
at the age of 23. While crossing 
the. Atlantic, he had met a 
charming : young .Toronto girl; 
Mary Sedge wick, daughter of 
Mr. Justice George - H; Sedge- 
wick. They .were married ih 
Toronto in 1032, and promptly 
set sail for India, where- Mr. 
Puxley had been appointed 
professor of economics -at n mis- 
sionary college at Agra./. 

In 1940, Mr. Puxley was given 
a • commission in the . Indian 
Army, and was immediately sec- 
onded to an . internal security job 
because of his knowledge of the 
language and the people; Six 
months later he became a cap- 
tain, was promoted major in 
1043, and lieutenant-colonel in 



1944, when he was given the 
task of preparing schemes for 
the resettlement of Indian sol- 
diers in civilian life at the end 
of the war. 

When he was released from 
the army in 1946, Col. Puxley 
and his wife decided that the 
education of their children de- 
manded that they should leave 
India, and return to Canada. 
Having been; a; lay missionary 
for so many -years, Col. Puxley 
had always hoped to be ordained 
when he left India, and so he en- 
tered Trinity - College, Toronto, 
in September, 1946. ; 

At the end of his first year at 
college,* the fiishop . of Toronto 
asked hirri to" take charge of the 
parish of Roche's Point, Holland 
Landing and Sharon in addition

his military sense of discipline, 

bowed to the episcopal request 

to undertake this heavy assign- 
rnenWand : continued \ to obtain 
first-class marks in all subjects. 
Trinity College never awards 
the degree of L* Th. for less than 
three years' work, but when the 
results of his third examination 
at -Christmas, 1947, became 
known, the authorities of the 
college decided ; to exempt Mr. 
Puxley from attending college 
for- a third: year on condition 
that he write one more examin- 
ation during the summer. Mr. 
Puxley hid from his congrega- 
tion in a boat house at Roche's 
Point for ten days in August, 
and again emerged with first- 
class marks. Mr. Puxley has no 
plans for the . fututre; that, he 
says, is in the hands of the bis- 
hop. But for the moment he and 
Mrs. Puxley agree that they 
could ask for -no lovlicr part of 
God's vineyard in which to work 
than the parish of Roche's Point.
